(d) "Design professional” nmeans an architect, structural
engi neer or professional engineer practicing in conformnce
with the Illinois Architecture Practice Act of 1989, the
Structural Engineering Practice Act of 1989 or t he
Pr of essi onal Engi neering Practice Act of 1989.

(e) "Director" means the Director of Professional
Regul at i on.

(f) "Direct supervision/responsible charge" neans work
pr epar ed under the <control of a Ilicensed professional
engi neer or that work as to which that professional engineer
has detail ed professional know edge.

(g) "Engineering col l ege” neans a school, «college,
university, departnent of a university or other educational

institution, reputable and in good standing in accordance

with rules prescribed by the Departnent, and which grants
baccal aureat e degrees in engi neering.

(h) "Engineering system or facility" neans a system or
facility whose design is based upon the application of the
principles of science for the purpose of nodification of
natural states of being.

(1) "Engineer intern" neans a person who is a candidate
for licensure as a professional engineer and who has been
enroll ed as an engi neer intern.

(j) "Enrollnment” neans an action by the Departnent to
record t hose i ndi vi dual s who have met the Board's
requi renents for an engineer intern.

(k) "License" neans an official docunent issued by the
Departnent to an individual, a corporation, a partnership, a
prof essional service corporation, a limted liability
conpany, or a sole proprietorship, signifying authority to
practice.

(1) "Negligence in t he practice of pr of essi onal
engi neering”" neans the failure to exercise that degree of
reasonabl e professional skill, j udgnent and diligence
normally rendered by professional engineers in the practice
of professional engineering.

(m "Professional engineer" neans a person |icensed
under the laws of the State of |Illinois to practice
pr of essi onal engi neeri ng.

(n) "Professional engineering" nmeans the application of
science to the design of engineering systems and facilities
usi ng t he know edge, skills, ability and professional
j udgnment devel oped t hr ough pr of essi onal engi neeri ng
education, training and experience.

(o) "Professional engi neering practice" means the
consultation on, conception, i nvestigation, eval uati on,
pl anning, and design of, and selection of materials and

pethoeds to be used in, admnistration of construction
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contracts for, or site observation of, an engi neering system
or facility, wher e such consul tati on, concepti on,
i nvestigation, eval uati on, pl anni ng, design, selection,
adm ni stration, or observation requires extensive know edge
of engineering laws, fornulae, nmaterials, practice, and
construction met hods. A person shall be construed to
practice or offer to practice professional engineering,
wi thin the neaning and intent of this Act, who practices, or
who, by verbal claim sign, advertisenent, |etterhead, card,
or any other way, 1is represented to be a professional
engi neer, or through the use of the initials "P.E." or the
title "engineer" or any of its derivations or sone other
title inplies licensure as a professional engineer, or holds
himself out as able to perform any service which IS
recogni zed as professional engineering practice.

Exanples of the practice of professional engineering
i nclude, but need not be limted to, transportation
facilities and publicly owned utilities for a region or
community, railroads, railways, highways, subways, canals,
harbors, river inprovenments; irrigation works; aircraft,
airports and landing fields; waterworks, piping systens and
appurtenances, sewers, sewage di sposal works; plants for the
generation of power; devices for the utilization of power;
boilers; refrigeration plants, air conditioning systens and
pl ants; heati ng systens and plants; plants for the
transm ssion or distribution of power; electrical plants
whi ch produce, transmt, distribute, or utilize electrical
energy; works for the extraction of mnerals fromthe earth;
plants for the refining, alloying or treating of netals;
chem cal works and industrial plants involving the wuse of
chem cals and chem cal processes; plants for the production,
conversion, or utilization of nuclear, chemcal, or radiant
ener gy, forensic engi neeri ng, geot echni cal engi neering

i ncl udi ng, subsurface investigations; soil «classification,
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geol ogy and geohydrology, incidental to the practice of
prof essi onal engi neering; energy analysis, envi ronment al
desi gn, hazardous waste mtigation and control; recognition,
measur enent, eval uation and control of environnmental systens
and em ssions; automated buil di ng managenent systens; or the
provi sion of professional engineering site observation of the
construction of works and engineering systens. Not hi ng
contained in this Section inposes wupon a person |icensed
under this Act the responsibility for the performance of any
of the foregoing functions unless such person specifically
contracts to provide it.

(p) "Project representative" nmeans the professional
engi neer's representative at the project site who assists in
the adm ni stration of the construction contract.

(9) "Registered" means the sanme as "licensed" for
pur poses of this Act.

(r) "Related science curriculunt neans a 4 year program
of study, the satisfactory conpletion of which results in a
Bachel or of Science degree, and which contains courses from
such areas as |life, earth, engineering and conputer sciences,
including but not limted to, physics and chem stry. In the
study of these sciences, the objective is to acquire
fundanmental know edge about the nature of its phenonena,
i ncludi ng quantitative expression, appropriate to particular
fields of engineering.

(s) "Rules" nmeans those rules pronul gated pursuant to
this Act.

(t) "Seal" neans the seal in conpliance with Section 14
of this Act.

(u) "Site observation" is visitation of the construction
site for the purpose of reviewi ng, as available, the quality
and conformance of the work to the technical subm ssions as
they relate to design

(v) "Support design professional"” means a professional
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engi neer practicing in conformance wth the Professional
Engi neering Practice Act of 1989, who provides services to
t he design professional who has contract responsibility.

(w) "Technical subm ssions" neans designs, draw ngs, and
specifications which establish the standard of quality for
material s, wor kmanshi p, equipnment, and the construction
systens, studies, and other technical reports prepared in the
course of a design professional's practice.

of a specific engineering curriculum for non-conpliance
with such rules.:

(f) To pronul gat e rul es required for t he
adm ni stration of this Act , i ncl udi ng rul es of
pr of essi onal conduct.:

(g) To maintain nenbership in the National Counci
of Exam ners for Engi neeri ng and Sur veyi ng and
participate in activities of the Council by designation
of individuals for the wvarious classifications of
menber ship, the appointnent of del egates for attendance
at zone and national neetings of the Council, and the
funding of the delegates for attendance at the neetings
of the Council.:-and

(h) To obtain witten recomendations from the
Board regarding qualifications of i ndi vi dual s for
i censure and enrollnment, definitions of curriculum
content and approval of engineering curricula, standards
of professional conduct and formal disciplinary actions,
and the pronulgation of the rules affecting t hese
matters.

Prior to 1issuance of any final decision or order
that deviates fromany report or recomrendations of the
Board relating to the qualification of applicants,
di scipline of |icensees or registrants, or pronulgation
of rules, the Director shall notify the Board in witing
wi th an expl anation of any such deviation and provide a
reasonable tinme for the Board to submt witten coments
to the Director regarding the proposed action. In the
event that the Board fails or declines to submt such
witten cooments within 30 days of said notification, the
Director may issue a final decision or orders consistent

with the Drector's original decision. The Departnent
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may at any tine seek the expert advice and know edge of
the Board on any matter relating to the enforcenent of
this Act.

(i) To publish and distribute or to post on the

Departnent's websi t e, at | east sem -annual l vy, a

newsl etter to all persons |licensed and regi stered under

this Act. The newsletter shall describe the nobst recent

changes in this Act and the rul es adopted under this Act

and shall contain infornmation of any final disciplinary

action that has been ordered under this Act since the

date of the | ast newsletter.

None of the functions, powers or duties enunerated in
this Section shall be exercised by the Departnment except upon
the action and report in witing of the Board.

Departnment nay issue a rule of intent to deny |licensure

or enrollnment and may conduct a hearing in accordance

with Sections 26 through 33 and Sections 37 and 38 of

this Act.

The Board may conduct oral interviews of any applicant
under Sections 10, 11, or 19 to assist in the evaluation of
the qualifications of the applicant.

It is the responsibility of the applicant to supplenent
the application, when requested by the Board, by provision of
addi ti onal docunentation of education, including transcripts,
course content and credentials of the engineering college or
college granting related science degrees, or of wor k
experi ence to perm t t he Boar d to determ ne t he
qualifications of the applicant. The Departnent may require
an applicant, at the applicant's expense, to have an
eval uation of the applicant's education in a foreign country

by a nationally recogni zed educati onal body approved by the

Board in accordance with rules prescribed by the Departnent.

The use of the seal further represents that the
work has been prepared and adm nistered in accordance with
t he standards of reasonabl e professional skill and diligence.

It is wunlawful to affix one's seal to t echni cal
subm ssions if it masks the true identity of the person who
actual ly exercised direction, control and supervision of the
preparation of such work. A professional engi neer who seals
and signs technical subm ssions is not responsible for damage
caused by subsequent changes to or uses of those technical
subm ssions, where the subsequent changes or uses, including
changes or uses nade by State or |ocal governnental agencies,
are not authorized or approved by the professional engineer
who originally sealed and signed the technical subm ssions.

(a) The Departnent shall adopt rules setting standards
of professional conduct and establish appropriate penalty for
t he breach of such rul es.

(a-1) The Departnent may, singularly or in conbination,
refuse to issue, restore, or renew a license or registration,
revoke or suspend a license or registration, or place on
probation, reprimnd, or inpose a civil penalty not to exceed

$10,000 wupon any person, corporation, part ner shi p, or
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professional design firm |icensed or registered under this

Act for any one or conbination of the follow ng:

(1) WMaterial msstatenent in furnishing information
to the Departnent.

(2) Failure to conply with any provisions of this
Act or any of its rules.

(7) Aiding or assisting another person in violating
any provision of this Act or its rules.

(8) Failing to provide information in response to a
witten request made by the Departnent wthin 30 days
after receipt of such witten request.

(9) Engaging in di shonor abl e, unet hi cal or
unpr of essi onal conduct of a character likely to deceive,
defraud or harmthe public.

(10) Habitual intoxication or addiction to the use

of drugs.
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(11) Discipline by the United States Governnent,
another state, District of Colunbia, territory, foreign
nati on or governnent agency, if at |l|east one of the
grounds for the discipline is the sane or substantially
equi valent to those set forth in this Act.

(12) Directly or indirectly giving to or receiving
from any person, firm corporation, partnership or
associ ation any fee, comm ssion, rebate or other form of
conpensation for any professional services not actually
or personal ly rendered.

(13) A finding by the Board that an applicant or
registrant has failed to pay a fine inposed by the
Departnent, a registrant whose |icense has been placed on
probationary status has violated the terns of probation,
or a registrant has practiced on an expired, inactive,
suspended, or revoked |icense.

(14) Signing, affixing the professional engineer's
seal or permtting the professional engineer's seal to be
affixed to any technical subm ssions not prepared as
required by Section 14 or conpletely reviewed by the
pr of essi onal engi neer or under t he pr of essi onal
engi neer's direct supervision.

(15) Physical illness, including but not limted to
deterioration through the aging process or |oss of notor
skill, which results in the inability to practice the
prof ession with reasonabl e judgnent, skill or safety.

(16) The making of a statenent pursuant to the
Environnmental Barriers Act that a plan for construction
or alteration of a public facility or for construction of
a multi-story housing wunit is 1in conpliance with the
Environnental Barriers Act when such plan is not in
conpl i ance.

(17) Failing to file a return, or to pay the tax,

penalty or interest shown in a filed return, or to pay
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any final assessnent of tax, penalty or interest as

required by a tax Act admnistered by the Illinois

Depar t ment of Revenue, unti | such time as the

requi renents of any such tax Act are satisfied.

(a-5) In enforcing this Section, the Board upon a
show ng of a possible violation may conpel a person |icensed
to practice under this Act, or who has applied for |licensure
or certification pursuant to this Act, to submit to a nenta
or physical exam nation, or both, as required by and at the
expense of the Departnent. The exam ning physicians shall be
those specifically designated by the Board. The Board or the
Department may order the examning physician to present
testinmony concerning this nental or physical exam nation of
the licensee or applicant. No information shall be excluded
by reason of any common | aw or statutory privilege relating
to comunications between the |icensee or applicant and the
exam ni ng physician.
